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To the vnfayned fa 


nourours 2 loucrs of the pure woꝛde 


and Goſpcll of Jeſus Chꝛiſt, enha⸗ 
biting within the cities and dioceſe of 
Lonentrie and Lichkelde, and in all o⸗ 
ther plates, where it hathe chaunced 
me to haue occupied the rowme of a 
Preacher: Brace, mercpe, and peace 
(iopned with carneft repentaũtce, 
and conſtaunt faithe , in the 
doctrine of the Boſpell)fro 
God the father,and his 
ſonne Jeſus Chꝛiſt, 
the comon ⁊ only 
ſaue our of the 
wozlde. 


Y moſt louyng frendes 
and bꝛethꝛẽ (concernin 

our comon faith in Chꝛi 

our Lo2de) where of late 
* ++ . * +» dapes J am contemptu= 
ouſly and laundcrovfip repoꝛted, and 
named among ſome, to be an errone- 
ous felowe, one of the new learning, 
an heretike, one of Latimers ſette, x 
J wotte not what: Be it knowen to 


the woꝛlde, that J am none other,tha 
a true 
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a true chꝛiſtian man, regenerate a in 
ſtructed nowe in my middle age) in þ 
bleſſed ſchole of Boddes moſt holy Bt 
ble and Teſtament (thankes be to his 
fatherly bountcous mercy therfoꝛe) t 
ſpthencc J haue not folowed the ſecte 
of any earthy man, nether grounded 
mpne opinion, faithe, oꝛ doctrine, vpõ 
any newe learning oꝛ hereſie, but vp⸗ 
on the moſt certaine pure vnfailing 
true woꝛde, and learning of almigh⸗ 
tie God, ſent downe , reuealed, x tau⸗ 
aht from the leate of his Maieſtie, 4 
pꝛeached at his tõmaũdement by the 
fathers and pꝛophetes, by Chꝛiſt his 
ſonne,and his holy Apoſtles; and alſo 
regeſtred and ſpecified tn the rolles x 
enideces of the holy ſacred ſcriptures, 
to be the koũdacion, rule, and lawe, foꝛ 
the true catholike churche of Sod to 
be buildcd vpon, and ruled by, from 
the begynning of the woꝛlde, vnto the 
laſte dape of iudgement. 

And here vpon only haue J ſet the 
— of m faythe (Jeſus Chꝛiſt 
hym ſelf beyng the head coꝛner ſtone) 
and accozding thervnto J haue dili⸗ 
genc'p and fapthfully taught and in- 

ructed my pariſheners and neigh⸗ 
bours,as vnto my vocacion J conſp⸗ 
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dered if iuſflye to apperfepne. 
s,Cor,z.  Notwithſtadyng ,like as S. Paule 
repoꝛteth, that Apollo g he were mink 

ffers,by whom p Coꝛinthiãs beleued, 

as God diſtributed vnto cuerp one:e⸗ 

uen ſo doo J acknowlage, ( from the 

botome of my harte) vnfepnedlp con⸗ 

keſſe, that the reuerende father of blel⸗ 

Hugh La ſed memoꝛie Hugh Latimer was to p 
tymer. verp death a right woꝛthy inffrumet 
g miniſter of Hod, by whoſe moſt hol- 

ſome doctrine, ſyncere eraple of godlp 

lpfe,and conffaiit frendſhip towardes 

me, it hathe pleaſed thalmighty Loꝛd, 

to open vnto me (among many other 

the moſt vnwoꝛthy) the true chꝛiſtian 

faithe, t to cal me out of the damnable 
darkeneſſe of Antichziſtes iniquitie, 

in to the true light of Chꝛiſtes goſpel⸗ 

les veritie. 

And like as the people of Berrhoe 

A., (by diligent reading and examining 
of p ſcriptures) foũde that Paules doc 

trine was bothe right, true, and cer- 

tainly good: euen lo do J vndoubted⸗ 

ly tredite, + plainl teſtifve, the doc⸗ 

trine aſwel of the gloꝛious martir of 

Jeſus Chꝛiſt, Hugh Latimer (conter⸗ 

nyng Juſtificacion, g other articles of 

the chꝛiſten faithe) as alſo of the moſt 
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reuerende father in God and right 
conftaunt confcſſour of Chꝛiſt Jeſus, 
Thomas Cranmere Archebiſhop of 74,14; 
Cantozbury(concerning the bleſſed ſas ©, aum 
crament of Chꝛiſtes pꝛecious body & 

bloud, moſt catholikely and ſpncercly 

ſet furthe in pꝛint) not being ledde by 

any carnall affeccion cowardes their 
perſones,nether fo: worldly pꝛomo⸗ 

tion, but bicauſe J haue perfitlp p20- 

ued their doctr ine, to be contepned in 

the holy lacred ſcriptures:by teſtimo⸗ 

nie and waraunt wherof , they and 

other miniſters of Chꝛiſtes goſpell, 

haue taught, and ſet furthe the true 
catholike doctrine # wozde of mancs 
ſaluacion accordingly. 

And koꝛaſmuche as I effeme them 
men, which without ſure holde of the 
ſcriptures)might both haue deteaued 
and ben deccaued,therfoze J and all 
other(thac be knytte together in one 
true vnio, and knotte of Chꝛiſtes ſpi⸗ 
rite) lape our foundacion 4 grounde 
woꝛke, not vpo flethe x bloud, 5 is to 
ſape,vpo no mannes woꝛde( of what 
power, vertue, wiſdome, learning, au 
to2itie, eſtate oꝛ codicto ſo euer he be) 
but vpo þvnfailing true woꝛde of the 
almightie euerlouing _ W 
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In the meane while , vf any man 
can teache me better, æ moze trulp, by 
the holy canonical ſcripture, J am cd⸗ 
tent (as reaſon is) gladly 4 hartily to 
folowe him,+ willingly gene him pla 
te, w codigne pꝛaiſe, + great gramer⸗ 
ties. But as fo2 any other doctrine of 
faith, be ſides the ſcriptures, oꝛ contra 
rye to the autoꝛitie ot the ſcriptures, 
either elles by violent wꝛaſting and 
w2ythpng of the ſcriptures out of 
of theit owne ſẽſe, oꝛ right meanyng, 
I ſhallby the aſſiſtence of goddes mer 
ciful helpe) neuer ſuſfre my ſelſe to be 
plucked awave fro the ſmple, plaine 
apoſtolike true faithe: bitauſe man is 
frely tuſtified by this ſaith, and cuerp 
fayth contrary to this, is a bead frute 
les faithe:⁊ cuery doctrine not foũded 
vpon, oꝛ cõtrarie to Soddes holy boke 
the Bible, is to be holde accurſed: pea 
although it were pꝛeached, (et furths 
oꝛ tõmaũded by an Angel of heauen, 
muthe moze by any moztall creature, 
thoughe it be neuer ſogreat a Kpng, 
Nuenc,gouernour,o2 potentate. 

And cocerning the holy canonicall 
fcripture,IJ — other pooꝛe mini 
fiers of the Goſpel derm charge of 
ſoule, « folowing theeraples of other 
chziſtiã charches ; teachers, haue bes 


leued, t taught my pariſheners and 
neyghbours, a ſo ſtil beleue and teſti⸗ 
fie, on this maner of waye folowing, 
The canonical ſcripture( q meane tye 
holy Bible) which is p true vnfailing 
declaracion of the cternal wil of Bod, 
deliuered by p holy Book, x p:cached 
x diligently declared vnto the worlde 
(vnto makinde, 3 meane)by the holy 
pꝛophetes a choſen apoſtles, is of at o⸗ 
ther the moſt aactent , moſt perfttc, x 
moſt erceilet doctrine , cop:cheding x 
teaching abſolutly x fully, al y is nc- 
teſſarely required top hollome know 
lage of Bod , to true faithe ; the true 
woꝛſhip of God, to true chꝛiſtian righ⸗ 
teouſneſſe, and to the frampng t 02- 
dꝛing of honeſt, bleſſed, holy lpfe. 
And foꝛaſmuche as the Canonical 
ſcripture (the Bible J ſape)1s the ſelfe 
ſamc woꝛde, that the eternal Sod him 
ſelfc hath ſpoken and taught. and ther 
fo:e endureth permanent, to be a lan⸗ 
terne vnto the kete, a light vnto mẽ⸗ 
nes foteſteppes + ꝓcedinges fo2 eucr⸗ 
moꝛc:it hath fidelitie, autoꝛitie, ce: tai⸗ 
tie, truthe, eſtimaciõ g perkectiõ plein⸗ 
teouſly pnough in it ſelf:ſo as it ought 
not to be made authentike again by 
the churche, oꝛ by autoꝛitie of the wyt⸗ 
neſſe of men, either pet to be pieces, 
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and patched it with the tradicions ol 
men. And albeit mennes ſpirites are 
not hable to accozde w ſome bokes 1 
textes of the ſcriptures:9 mater is not 
much to be paſſed vpd. Foꝛ we know, 
that mennes iudgementes ought to 
be applied and obeyc vnto the ſcrip⸗ 
tuxes, and not the ſcriptures vnto me 
nes iudgementes. 

And touching the interpꝛetacion 
of the holy canonical ſcripture, this 
haue J thought,and(after the exam⸗ 

les of other chriſten miniſters) J 
aue taught, and pet ſtil I thinke, and 
ton feſſe vnto the woꝛlde. that it ought 
not, noꝛ muſt be interpꝛeted oꝛ expoũ⸗ 
ded after any mannes opinion oz 
— leſle after cuery man⸗ 
nes plealure and phantaſie) but by it 
felf,and of it ſelfe, aſwell accoꝛding to 
the rn of the tongucs wher in 
it was furſt wꝛitten, and by diligent 
wapeng and conſideracion of the ſap⸗ 
enges that goo betoꝛe. and thoſe that 
be iopned together and folowe , with 
all the circumſtaunces: as alſo accor- 
ding to the meanyng of other places, 
= ſeme either more plapne , or like 
thervnto , or elles contrary: by the 
lyne and rule of faithe and 3 
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And wher the fathers, the doctours 
of the holy churche haue interpreted 
and expounded the ſcripturcs after 
this maner,and haue in no wiſe blen⸗ 
ched noꝛ ſwarued fro this lawe and 
rule now before mencioned: them 
we doo with harte and good will ac⸗ 
knowlage,and take fo faithtull and 
diligec inter pꝛetours of the ſcripture, 
and honourable inſtrumentes of the 
holp gooſt, whoſe paynefull labours 
and induſtries our Loꝛde Sod hathe 
vſed in thechurche , tothe gloꝛie of 
his owne name, and tothe p:ofite of 
his faithfull locke. And therſoꝛe we 
not only reaerence the, but alſo thike 
not well of ſuche men, as haue them 
in contempt. 

But as foꝛ all other doctrines and 
tradicions of men(how glo:tous, how 
gave, how highe autoꝛitie, title, or aũ⸗ 
cientie lo euer they be commended or 
bagged to be of) if they be not fonn- 
ded + gꝛoũded vpon ſame teſtimonies 
of the ſcriptutes, and alſo if they pull 
vs from Bod, from the ſeripture, and 
fromthe true faithe, oꝛ be hinderous 
vnto vs in the ſame, I thinke them al⸗ 
together vayne,vap2ofitable, and of 
non eſtecte, pea rather pernicions and 
A 5 nopſom: 


Doctours, 
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nopſom:as Chꝛiſt him ſelf openly re⸗ 
poꝛteth of them, Matth. 15. 
Moꝛeouer — intent, ſcope & 
ende ofthe canonical ſcripture is this: 
that al men of all naciones, coũtrepes 
and places might be by it inſtructed 1 
taught,cocernyng the grace of Bod, 
concerning the redempcion , bounte- 
ous liberalitie and ſaluacion, that is 
ic yntitullp beſtowed + geuen in Je⸗ 
as Chꝛiſt, vnto this moſt wꝛetched 5 
moſt co2rupte ſyntull wo:lde: 7 alſo co 
cerning charitie and faithe,namely 
that the people being now regenera⸗ 
te,might be partakers of this ſaluacts 
by true faithe, the holy childze of God 
the father, and heires of al his heaue- 
ly ſubftaunce . 
And touching the faithe of Chꝛiſf. 
J and ſache other pooze flaundred 
Miniſtres haue nother taught, no: 
doo beleue any other thing, than that 
is deltuered vnto vs from the holy 
"_=— , and that we haue receaued 
ok our chꝛiſtian elders and faithfull 
foꝛefathers. And that ſame J foꝛ m 
arte (ſithente it pleaſed Bod to trank- 
ate me from the Antichꝛiſtian darke⸗ 
neſſe of popery in to the kingdome of 
his ſonne) haue conſtauntly and an 
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fully 7 = hitherto pure in enerpcon- 
dicion. And the ſameJ purpoſc( by the 
helpe of Chꝛiſtes gracious fauour) ta 
kepc ſtill andconfeſſe, W the true ca⸗ 
tholike churche of Chꝛiſt, while the 
bꝛeathe is in my bodp:+ Þ is cue thus. 
Beleue in God the father almigh 

tye maker of heauen and carthe. 
And in Jeſus Chꝛiſt his only 

ſonne our Loꝛde. 

VWhiche was conceaued by þ 

holy gooſt, boꝛne of the virgin Mary. 

Suffred vnder Ponce Pilate, was 
crucified, dead, and buried. Ee deſcen⸗ 
ded in to hell. 

The thꝛid daye he roſe again from 
the dead. 

He aſcended in to heauẽ a ſitteth on 
p right hãde of God father almightie. 
From thence he ſhall come, to iudge 
the quicke and the dead. 

J beleue in the holy gooſt. 

The holy catholife churche , the c5- 
munion of Saincres. 

The ſoꝛgeueneſſe of ſynnes. 

The reſurrection of the body. 

And the life euerlaſting. Amen. 
Now foꝛaſmuche as Sod hathe gent 
me grace (thakes be to his mercifull 

oodnelle — 5 pitch my ſtaffe 
n ß foũdacion of this moſt holp, mat 
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aſitient, ⁊ true catholike faith: And to 
thintẽt vou ſhal plaily knowe, how a 
vnderſtãde p ſaid articles of mp Cre⸗ 
de: J do truly ſape,« playnly confeſſe, 
touching the kurt article : that ther 
is but one only, bleſſed, eternal and 
almightie Loꝛde and Bod, in the holy 
lacreo, 1＋1 , and bnconfuſed 
Trinitie. God the Father, the Son⸗ 
ne, and the holy Booſt. And what ſo 
euer is in the nature of thinges aſ- 
wel viſible as inuiſible, it is well and 
r ghtly created and made of Bod, to 
the de hoote and pꝛofite of man, and 
be hun it is allo pꝛeſerued, beſtowed, 
and adminiſtred. 

And therfo:e God is the father of 
mankind, not foꝛ his creating of mã⸗ 
kynde onlp, but alſo foꝛ his daily con- 
ſeruation, eternal goodneſſe, mercic, 
pꝛouidente, comfo2ting and helping 
of mankpnde. 

Concerning the ſeconde Article, J 
beleue + confelle, that Sod the father, 
became a father, not only after he had 
made mãkĩde, but ᷣ þ ſame God was 
alſo a very father from cuerlaſtig, ſo 
P he hathe alſo one onely eternal ſone, 
eternallp begocte of Bod pᷣ father, af- 
tet a diuine t vnſpeakeable 12 
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This ſonne of Sod J belene and td⸗ 
keſſe) is of the fathers owne ſubſtaun⸗ 
te, and of all one being,of like equali⸗ 
tie, and ctonſubſtaunciali with the fas 
ther:ofall one ſubſtaunte / J ſape)nas 
ture, power, and vertue, and very na⸗ 
tural Loꝛde and God, aboue all, in al, 
and thꝛougb al thinges. 

Not withſtanding we confeſle the 
ſonne to be our Loꝛde, moſt chiellp, 
fo: that he hathe deliuered, and made 
vs free, from the loꝛdeſhip, power, 
and tyꝛannpe of the denil:and hauing 
payde our raunſom with his owne 
precious blood, which he ſheadde foz 
vs, he hathe made vs his owne pecu⸗ 
liar people:wherof I ſhall ſpeake af⸗ 
ter warde at moze large. 

Touching the thirde Article, J bey 
leue and confeſſe,that the ſame ſonne 
of Bod, which eternally hathe ben 
and is with the father, hathe alſo in 
this woꝛlde, taken vpon him the very 
nature of man, ot the fleſhe and blood 
of þ bleſſed virgin Mary, which was 
Abꝛahams daughter, and bo:ne of 
the ſtocke of Daum, acco2ding to the 
pꝛomiſe of God, declared by his mi⸗ 
niſters and ſeruauntes,the Patriars 
kes, and prophetes: aud being _ 
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of her / he remayning and tontynn⸗ 
ing ſtil a chaſte and a pure maidt) ve⸗ 
ry od and very man, in one inſepe⸗ 
rable perſone, without confuſion of 
the natures of his godhead and man⸗ 
head together, he betame like vnto 
men his bꝛethꝛe, touching his reaſo⸗ 
nable and immoꝛtal louie, and his 
moꝛtal bodp, in al thinges, ſinne only 
extept. 

And after this maner J conkeſſe, 
that he was conceaued very natural 
man, in the wombe of that chaſte and 
moſt pure virgin, and of her bleſſed 
blood, not by the carnal companie of 
man, but by the holy gooſt: And that 
he was boꝛne of the ſame virgin, ve⸗ 
ry man, howbeit holy and pure with- 
gut ſpane. Foz all men elles, are ( ac- 
toꝛding to their owne nature) bothe 
conceaued in ſpnnes, and boꝛne the 
thildꝛen of wꝛathe vnto deathe. 

And in this behalfe J do plapnl 
ton feſſe yo fynne . Fo: ina[- 
muche as all mankpnde (aſwell the 
infauntes, which haue not pet com⸗ 
mytted actuall faultes, as others of 
further age) are o2zig:naily poiſoned 
with ſinne, and ther koꝛe ſubiecte vnto 
deathe, as the wages ot ſynne: _ 
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the which ſynne and deathe, mans 
kynde could not be in any wiſe delp- 
uered and redemed, but by Chꝛiſt az 
lone: fo: that cauſe it was requilite, 
that Chꝛiſt, which ſhould put awaye 
the ſame poiſon,ſhoulde be conceaued 
and boꝛne holilie and purely without 
al ſpotte ot ſynne,to thintẽt he might 
offre a pure and a cleane ſacrifice foꝛ 
all. bothe olde and pong, to make vs 
pure, and free. 

Locerning the fourth Article. J be- 
leue and conkeſſe that the ſame ſonne 
of Bod and of Mar, our Loꝛd Jeſus 
Chꝛiſt, in going about the buſpneſle 
and affaires of our ſaluacion, did per- 
fitly and fully declare the wape ol ſal⸗ 
nacion here vpon earthe : And that he 
(to ſhewe vs moze certainly, that he is 
the only Loꝛde of life and deathe, 
which is only hable to helpe, and af 
whoſe hades al helpe muſt be ſought) 
cured all maner of diſeaſcs , ceaſſed 
the rageing ſtoꝛmes of the wpndes 
and of the ſea, ſuppꝛeſſed the power of 
ſatan,troade downe all power of ad- 
uerſaries, foꝛgaue ſpnnes,and raiſed 
vp the dead vnto life, 

And after all this, he gaue him ſelf 
willingly (and of his owne — 
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bnto deathe. And was ſhamekully 
and ſpitefully bꝛought furthe and de⸗ 
liuered by the Jewes, cruellp toꝛmt⸗ 
ted of the gentiles, and laſt of all gilt⸗ 
Icflp nailed vpon the croſſe. 

And here J conkeſſe that this ſame 
our Loꝛde Jeſus Chꝛiſt, very Bod & 
very ma, ſuffred not foꝛ him ſelf, but 
fo: vs, and foꝛ out ſpnnes ſake ) moſt 
greuous paynes, vnde ſexued ſtripes, 
and bitter ſoꝛowes:t in his humapne 
nature mhich coulde dye) he was vn- 
doubtedly dead and buried: + in his 
ſoule he ſuffred moſt extremely þ bit⸗ 
ter ſharpeneſſe of Boddes iudgemẽt, 
and the very paines of hel, he might 
dcliner vs ther from. 

And J moſt faithfully and certain⸗ 
tp belcue, that this bleficd paſſion and 
deathe of the innocent ſonne of God, 
is the only, per kite and eternal righ⸗ 
teonſneſſe, and inftificacion of man 
befoꝛe Bod, and the true ſatiſfaccion, 
raunſome and payment for p ſpnnes 
of all the hole woꝛlde. 

And therfoze fozaſmnche as J am 
th:oughly inſtructed in this moſt cer⸗ 
tain and ſure ſtrong argumtt of this 
our true, and vndoubted chꝛiſten ca⸗ 
tholike faithe,I plainly con feſſe, that 

man 


man can in no wiſe be iuſtified, pour⸗ 

ged of * ſynnes, oꝛ — any ſhifte 
to ſatiſfie 02 to be clenſed of them , ei⸗ 
ther by any wozkes oꝛ merites of ma, 
but only bp þ free grace of Bod : that 
that is to ſape, by the moſt bleſſed paſ- 
ſion and giltles deathe ofthe crucified 
ſonne of Bod. And that we are mads 
partakers of the innocencie and me⸗ 
rite of þ deathe g bloodſhead of Chꝛiſt, 
At ſuche —— we doo conſtauntip 
and faithtullp beleue, that the ſone of 
Bod is our one: and that he ſuffred 
that bitter deathe for our ſpnnes , to 
make vs righteous and bleſſed, 

Fo? I will in no wiſe contemne 
oꝛ recken as of non effecte) the moſt 
auour able free grace of Bod ,, which 

opened it (elf moſt expꝛeſſely + plain- 
Ip, in p paſſid a deathe of Jeſus c hꝛiſt. 
But I thinke rather verily, and ſn 
rely beleue and cofeſſe,that we ſhould 
openly taſt awap, and compt þ deathe 
of Chꝛiſt to be of no effecte, in caſc wo 
ſhould Teke oz thinke to be clenſed, fa» 
ued, t iuſtiſied fro our ſpnnes, by any 
other meanes, than though faithe,bp 
only bloodſhead, deathe, + raũſom of 
eſus Chꝛiſt:inaſmuche as we heare 
holy Apoſtle S.ÞPanle ſape. 3 =_ 
piſe 
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Cala. 2.3. piſe not the grace of God: fo: yf righte⸗ 
ouſneſſe come by the lawe, than Chꝛiſt 
dyed in vayne. And alſo: If the enheri⸗ 
taunce come of the larve , than it is not 
of pꝛomyſe. But God gaue vnto Abꝛa⸗ 
hã by pꝛomiſe: ſo that they w — haue 
ſayth, are bleſſed with faythful Abꝛahã. 

As many therkoꝛe as in the olde 
lawe , from our furſt father Adames 
me, vnto the coming of Chꝛiſt, were 
bleſſed and iuſtified, J beleue vercly c 
ſaye, that they were made bleſſed, holy 
and iuffifped thꝛough faithe , of free 
pardon and grace, by none other, but 
by Jeſus Chꝛiſt, » bleſſed ſede alone. 
— the fyfthe article J be⸗ 

The,s, lene and conkelſe, that Jeſus Ch:iſte 

article, berp Bod and very man, in the ſelfe 
ſame bodye , that was hanged on the 
troſſe, and from thence taken downe 
and buried, roſe agapne fro the dead. 

oꝛ althoughe our ſpnnes be perfit- 
y purged by the Loꝛdes deathe, and a 
moſt full ſatiſfaction made ther by foz 
the ſame; pet hope of lpte is reſtoꝛed 
vnto vs, and fapthe in him is engen⸗ 
dꝛed in vs, by his reſurrection. Fo2 y 
he hade not ryſcn agapne, we coulde 
not haue thought, that dcathe had ben 
I” | ouer- 
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onercome , And ſo we could not haue 
beleued, that he hade ſatiſfped foz our 
ſpnnes . Foz deathe is the hyꝛe of 
=. And death remapnyng in his 

oꝛte, ſynne muſt alſo be thought to 
— — Moreouer Soddes lpirite 
and fapthe / wherby Chꝛiſtes deathe 
and merites are applyed vnto vs) be 
the gyftes of Lh21ff rapſed from the 
decade. Ok Chꝛiſt J ſave)which hathe 
waſhed vs cleane from our ſynnes in 
his owne blood, and ſo is become the 
pꝛopiciacion oꝛ mertp ſeate foꝛ our 
Tpnnes , and not fo2 our ſinnes only, 
but- foz the ſpnnes of all the ho 
woꝛlde: and nowe hauyng dyed foz 
our ſpnnes, and being ryſen agapne 
foz our tuſtificacton , he repgneth 
and trihumpheth oner deathe. Not- 
withſfanding his very fleſhe + bones, 
that is to ſape, his very humayne bo- 
dy with his reaſonable and humaine 
ſoule, was not deikied, that is to ſave, 
not chaunged turned in to his God⸗ 
head, but only clarified.

Suche a maner of body S. Paules 
wonted phraſe is to call a glorious x 
a ſpiritual body: not that it is after- 
warde no moꝛe fleſhe , no2 that it is 
chaũged and turned in to the ſpirite, 
but bicauſe it is no moꝛe ſubiecte to a- 
ny cares or griefes,o2 to toꝛrupcions, 
vncleaneſſe, oꝛ infirmities of þ fleſhe: 
and bicauſe it is garn and beau⸗ 
tified with vncozru „ immoꝛtali⸗ 
tie, and many other ſpirituall giftes 
beſides, out ot nombꝛe. 

And like as the body of Chꝛiſt, af-

the bodies of all faithfull folke ( at the

nenth article of our faithe. #02 Chziſf 
our Loꝛdeſ by his glozious reſurretti- 
on from the dead)dothe moſt enident- 
ly pꝛoue and declare, that he hathe del 
peched ſpnne quyte out of the wape, 
that he hathe ouertome deathe, which

- Theſe mancr of wozkes which be 
the krutes of the ſpirite,faith and cha⸗ 
ritic,and that we ſhould fall to amen⸗ 
dement of our life, and what ſo euer 
the woꝛde of Sod dothe furthermore 
commende vnto vs, like as all faiths 
full pzeachers and Miniſters doo di⸗

the good workes that true faithful 
people doo, are nothing elles, but a 
certain free working, that tie grace 
of Bod enforceth @ procurcth.

HNotwithitanding like as J neuer 
iought v hurte of anp of thẽ, either in 
their bodies oꝛ their goodes , but by 
charitic 6 al gentilneſſe to wynne the 
vnto þ truthe, if it might be,cuen ſo J 
beſeche almightie god, kr p botome of 

mp 
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my harte, (fit be his godly will, to 
graũt vato they be wrapped(thzough 
infirmitte and ignozafice) in the dar⸗ 
keneſle of popiſhe errours,the light of 
his pure goſpel, with hartie repẽtaũce 
and amendement of their iudgemẽ⸗ 
tes, to be newe creatures in Jeſus 
Chꝛiſt, walking in the true frutcs of 
Chꝛiſtes faithe a loue : and as well to 
doo, as J wolde doo my ſelfe. amen. 

Touching the tenthe Article, 4 be- 
leue and conkeſe, that almighty Bod 
. grace and mertye in Jeſus 
Chꝛutt, geueth vnto all true faithfull 
beleuers free pardon and fozgeue⸗ 
neſſe of al their ſynnes (if they will 
acknowlage and confeſſe them vnto 
their onelp and true gooſtiy father 
God) at what tyme lo euer they ſhall 
repent.

than ſome:as their maner is to tende 
againſt the gloꝛie and lone of Bod, 
againſt faithe,and the loue of a man⸗ 
nes neighbour, ſome moze than ſom, 
ſome leſle than ſome. 

IJ ſaie moꝛeouer, that what ſo euer 
is cõmitted againſt the lawe of God, 
thatis to ſave. contrary to the will 
and woꝛde of Sod that ſame is ſinne. 

Wherkoꝛe no faithfull pꝛeacher oz 
miniſtre dothe make God the authoꝛ 
of ſynne, but we declare, that v oꝛigi⸗ 
nal poiſon of ſynne beganne in the 
apoſtata of Bod, and the common ad⸗ 
nerſarie of mankynde, and in mans 
nes owne coꝛrupt will. Dowbeit we 
deme not, but that god thozough his 
infinite wiſds, oꝛdꝛeth and dilpoſeth 
mennes ſynnes to his glozie æ welth 
of his cholen. 

And wher Jhaue learned in the 

oly ſcriptures, that the remiſſiõ and 
o:geueneſle of ſpnnes ts nother bo⸗ 
rowed no2 bought foz any money, 02 
fo: any other ware oz cozruptible 

nd ſeing S. Petre did (in Sy- 

mon Magus) bitterly curſe and crye 
out vpon all them (and their mon 
bothe) which thinke, that the giftes o 
God mape be bought out fo: my

Albeit J ſawe no great occaſion (du⸗ 
ring all the tyme of my miniſter it) to 
ſpcake muche againſt peltig Kemiſhe 
pardones and pilgrimage gates, foz 
the people did abhorre them almoſt 
of their owne acco2de:ypct bicauſe the 
hoꝛrible ſuperſticion of the popes po⸗ 
ticarp ware (which the idolatrens 
pꝛieſtes vſed atoze tyme,and now ſet 
freſhely a ſale again, in ſtede of hol⸗ 
ſome medicine to the ſoule, and al foꝛ 
moneyp)1s th:ough falſc perſuaſtions 
of conetous lyeng hipocrite pꝛieſtes, 
through goodjy gape ſhewes x logco- 
tinuaũce, cakred depe into many peo 
ples cſciẽtes, eſpetiallp of olde folkes 
4 ſupſtitious wilful womẽ: declared 
vnto mp par iſheners and neighbours 
(as place c ottaſion of mater ſerued p 
the cotured water, ſalt, palmes, aſhes, 
mages, candles, maſles, dir iges, and 
uch other hike, being raiſed and ſet

If a gelous huſbãde can not abide 
to haue his wife to be kiſſing a famili⸗ 
ar w other men: Remẽbꝛe that the al⸗ 
mightie ſtrong gelous Lo2de God can 
not abpde to ſee his wyfe the chziſten 
flocke, to comit hoozedo befoꝛe his face 
W Antichꝛiſt in p miſcheuous maſſe, 
Awave, awape(ſapeth the pꝛophet) get 
out from thence, pou that beare the 
veſſelles ofthe Loꝛde . The veſlelles 
ſignifie not only pour ſoules, but al⸗ 
ſo pour bodies, which pe ought to poſ⸗ 
ſeſle and kepe in holyneſle 4 honour ;

But 
foꝛaſmuche as it is a mater (in myne 
opinion) bothe vndiſputable and vn⸗ 
diſpẽſable, our beſt ſauegarde is to re⸗ 
ſigne our owne carnall reaſons, x tõ⸗ 
mitte al to the pꝛouidente of Bod, ſap⸗ 
eng with Huſanna: It is better foz me 
to fall into the handes of men without 
the dede doing, than to tranſgreſſe the 
la we of the Loꝛde my God. 

Tuſhe ( wil ſome ſaye) God is mer⸗ 
cikul.

But wittingly and willingly to 
heape ſynne vpõ ſynne, in hope cf god 
des merey,is moſt ſhameleſſy to abuſe 
the goodnes of God, and ſtampe vn⸗ 
der koote the pun of his ſpirite, c ac 
cording to p hardneſſe of þ hart þ can 
not repent,to lape wzathe together in 
D 2 ſcare 
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ſtoare againſt the daye of wrathe, at 
the open declaration of the iuſt iudge⸗ 
ment of Sod, which ſhall rendꝛe to e⸗ 
uery one, according to this dedes. 
Neuertheles J ſap not this, to dꝛyue 
myne olde neighbours and countrey 
men in to deſperacion, fo: ſetting bp 
oꝛ hearing of that wicked Maſſe, but 
to mone them vnto earneſt repetaiice, 
+ to powre out their continual hable 
hartie pꝛaiers a grenous gronpnges 
befoze the thꝛone of Goddes grace, als 
wel for pardon of their deſerued euil, 
as foꝛ the repulſe of this maſſing miſ⸗ 
chicf out ofthe realme : « to thintent 
thei may alſo haue a good hope of god 
des mercie,) he foꝛ his ſonneLhziſtcs 
ſake, will defende and deliuer his pers 
ſecuted flocke , by ſo doughty Daniel, 
as he did Suſanna, acco2ding to his 
pꝛomiſe by the prophet Dauid : Noro 
fo: the conifortles troubles ſaFe of the 
nedy, and bicauſe of the depe ſighing of 
the pooꝛe, I will vp, ſaithe the Loꝛde.

be topncd and coupled to them again: 
t that ail maner of folkes (bethe good 
and badde) hall ryſe and appeare ac- 
toꝛdig to S. Paules ſapeng: We muſt 
nedes be all pꝛeſented befoꝛe the iudge 
ment ſcare of Chꝛiſt, ihat euery one may 
receaue the woꝛkes of his body, accoꝛ⸗ 
ding to that he hathe done in the body, 
whether it be good oꝛ badde, Neucrthe 
leſſe the righteous (hall after theram- 
ple of their head Chꝛiſt, be gloꝛiouſiy 
clarificd in their bodies vnto vnco2- 
rupcion,cternal lyfe,and cucrlaſting 
iope, that no tongue can expꝛeſſe. 
Than ſhal the righteous ſhyne lyke 
the ſanc in the kingdome of p father: 
where tcõtrary wple 5 vnkatthfull fol- 
kes ſhall not be clariſted, but — 
made 


made immoꝛtal a bncozruptible, that 
they may endure eternal ſorowes, pai 
nes, heauyneſſe, a tormentes, worlde 
without ende. Bud this reſurrcccio of 
the dead ſhalbe in the laſt daye, whan 
our Loꝛd ſhal come (as we ſaid befoze) 
to iudge bothe the quicke t the deade. 

Finally as to the. xii. Article, J be⸗ 
lene +4 confelle, that after this our tran 
ſitorie lyfe, ther ſhal an eternal + cucr 
laſting lyfe folowe, which God of his 
owne mere grace t fauour prepared 
for mankynde bcfore the beginning 
of the worlde, a hathe promiſcd it in 
Chr iſt to al them that be faithful, and 
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wil bothe truly + fapthfully pcriorme 


« beſfowe it vpo the. Sop wha a faith 
ful —— departeth, his ſoule goeth 
nother into any iudgemẽt, nor izito a⸗ 
ny fire, ne into þ llaughterhouſe of a- 

ny maner of papne, nother doth it fall 

on ſlepe (for it can not ſlepe) nor dycth 

V the bodie kor it tã not dye) but only 

it departeth fro p body, ⁊ is by the po⸗ 

wer of Chriſt take vp 4 reccaued into 

eucrlaſting iope ⁊ bliſſe. And cetrary 

wiſe, almightie god of his iuſt ice hath 

ppared + ordained after this lyfe etcc- 

nal death alſo,y is to ſapc,eternal  c- 

uerlaſting payne, eternal cormetcs : 
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ſorowes , t enerlaffing dãnacion for 
al them, that are vnfaithfull and can 
not repent: ſo that whan an vnfaith- 
fall perſon dieth out of the fauour of 
Chꝛiſt, and pertiſheth in his ſinnes:his 
ſoule alſo(as ſone as it is out of the 
bodie) is ſtraight caried to hell, and 
put in to encrlating ſoꝛowes and 
toꝛmentes. 

And albeit the vnfaithfull mannes 
ſoule ſhall at the reſurreccion of the 
dead returne to his bodpe, and be ioy⸗ 
ned again vnto it, vet it ſhalbe dꝛypuen 
away with the body and with the de⸗ 
uil him ſelf, frõ the ſight and pꝛeſente 
of God, in to eucrlaſting papnes, cue 
as the faithfull people (hall at the laſt 
daye be receaued bothe bodpe t ſoule, 
in to cuerlaſting ioye. Amen. 

Lo, my good brothren and toning 
krendes, This is mp belief, this is 
my faithe, this is the pith and ſüme 
of p chick t moſt maters that I\ euer 
taught among my pariſheners and 
neighbours, dur ing the tyme of mp 
miniſterie. 

And Jam ſure that this is no 
newfangled nor erroneous doctrine, 
neither any kide of hereſie, but Þ moſt 
fndoubted true, « the very catholike 

c<:ifen 


thꝛiſten faſthe,and the moſt auncf#t 
and ſubſtauntical learning and dec- 
trine, beleued and p2eached by ß pꝛo⸗ 
phetes and apoſtles, as they receaved 
g learned it, ot þ Lozde God him ſelfe. 

And although tyranes and papiſ- 
tes with other phantaſtical ſpirites 
of errour, do conlpire,conucnt,mur- 
ther, empꝛiſon, racke, # rage neuer ſo 
craft;ly , neuer ſo maliciouſly, neuer 
ſo launderouſly, and neuer ſo furi⸗ 
oully againſt the pꝛeachers and mi⸗ 
niſters ok this faithe, pet p deuil him 
ſelf and the gates of hell ſhall neuer 
pꝛeuaile àgainſt it. 

Therfoꝛe ſeing it hathe pleaſed our 
moſt mercifull Bod to gene vnto me 
(moſt vnwoꝛthy wꝛetche) his gract- 
ous light ofthis faithe, and particu- 
lar charge in this minifteric: Lonſt- 
der ing alſo, that Jeſus Ch2iff wolde 
not, that the candelles appointed to 
ſerue his houſcholde with their 1 r. 
ſhoulde be ſhoued vnder a buſhell, but 
be ſet openly bye a candleſticke, to 

eue light to all them, that be in the 

ouſe:q thought it my duetie in con⸗ 
ſtience, to put you in remembꝛaunte 
of the true chꝛiſten catholike faithe, 
nowe in theſe daungerous dayes of 
D 5 peerſe⸗ 
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perſecution by wꝛityng, which J mi⸗ 
nifkred vnto pou in cpen doctrine , to 
the tomfoꝛte and ſaluaciõ of fo many 
as contpnue ſtedfaſt beleuers and o⸗ 
bedient folowcrs of the ſame. 

At þ tyme þ hooded chaplaines of 
Antichꝛiſt, not only wolde not ſpeake 
ones againſt mp doctrine , either in 
Lichefelde, Couentrie 02 elles where, 
but alſo allowed it, cõmẽded it, thaked 
god ein woꝛdes at leaſt ) foꝛ it. And ſom 
offred me foz my paynes money and 
large rewardes, which I thake Cod, 
I haue kept mp handes clcane from, 
pet hitherto,as J repozte me to their 
owne conſciences. 

At p — they confeſſed the ſelues 
rend per ſuaded manifeſtly cõ⸗ 
uicte by the only ſtreynght 4 power 
of Bodocs opt wo2de , wout further 
coſtrait. And ſo were they cheariſhed, 
and louingly vſed , c intreated w all 
lenitie and gẽtilne ſſe, not ſuſteinin g 
the loſſe of one halpeny of their lyuin 
ges, noꝛ trouble of their bodies, foꝛ a⸗ 
ny paynt of religion. But what chari⸗ 
tic + getilneſle is ſhewed now a daics 
bnto ſuche pooꝛe miniſtres as be in 
my caſe, æ w what face 4 ſtreinght of 
ſhameles lyes g merciles tprany they 

dekende 
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defẽde their popiſhe pedlarſe + dzolws 
fic dꝛegges of Antichꝛiſtes alelomes, 
Bod knoweth, vnto who I committe 
both my ſelte a p truth of my doctrinc: 
which neuertheles is not mi doctrine, 
but the doctrine of al the true catho- 
like chꝛiſtẽ churche,which J hauc(by 
goddes plepntcous mercle ) ſucked 
out of her ſpiritual pappes by faithe, 
wherby Bod hathe made me hable 
now,thus to vttre and ſpeake. 

To be ſhoꝛte at a woꝛde, J ptelle + 
coſtaatly atfirme in p ſight of almigh 
ty Bod, p knoweth p thoughtes of all 
men, x ot his ſone Jeſus Chriſt, which 
ts oꝛdained to be p1udge bothe of the 
quicke q ot the dead,p I ncuer taught 
noꝛ pꝛeached any thing vnto my pari⸗ 
Weners 02 elles where, touching any 
of theſe Articles afoꝛeſaid during the 
tyme of inp miniſter ie by p kinges li⸗ 
tente) but y aſwell q was boũden ( by 
fozce of my miniſterie)to pꝛeache ano 
teache in payne of my danaciõ, as alſo 
my pariſheners + hearers to belcue a 


doo after, in papne of their damnaci⸗ 


on Wherkoꝛe J pzonounce with the 
holy apoſtle: It any man preache any 
other goſpeil,than that we haue prea⸗ 
ched and taught, curſed be he, 

Seing 
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Seing than, that Chꝛiſte taught and 
ſpake among them by me, let the not 
eſteme that maner of ſpeaking a tea⸗ 
ching (though it were homelp and 
plainly)as the woꝛde or ſpeche of ma, 

ut(as it was in dede)the very woꝛde 
golpel, voice of Jeſus Chiſt, which 
is not only the power of God to ſaue 
al that beleue, but alſo the thing wher 
by cuerp one of vs ſhalbe iudged, at p 
g.cat dape of reckonyng. 

Scing alſo that the true pꝛeathers 
of Chʒiſtes goſpelllamong who Sed 
of his mertie appointed me to be one) 
are a good ſauour vnto Bod, bothe in 
them that are ſaucd and in them that 
periſhe:in them that periſhe,p ſauour 
of deathe vnto deathe, and in the that 
are ſaued, the ſauour of life vnto life: 
J beſeche pou fo2 the bnſpeakeable 
mercies of Bod, a as you cend2e the 
ſaluacio of pour owne ſoules, caſt not 
awaye that moſt pleaſaunt hcauenly 
poyſpe ofthe ſwete ſmelling goſpel of 
God, but holde it har de to the noſe « 
ſenſes of your ſonles , y the ſtpnkin 
carion of Maſſes « other kilthie foile 
of blaſphemous popiſhe idolatrie and 
wicked life potſon pou not bnto euer⸗ 
laſting deathe. . 
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Geue no credence to thoſe idle bes 


lied buſſarde biſhoppes and pꝛieſtes, o:there 
which in bleſſed kigEdwardes dates, cocke bis 
ſemed to be fanourours of þ goſpel , & /boppe; oy 
furtherours of the kinges pcedinges pries, 


(as they termed it )Jand now foꝛ their 
owne filthy gaynes ſake g pleaſing of 
me,they ſhutte vp p kingdom of hea- 
ut p glorious goſpel of Chꝛiſt ) befoze 
men, nother entring in them ſclucs, 
no: ſutfring them that wolde, but ſom 
of them(contrarp to their owne con- 
ſcience)perſecute it: and pet for cake g

pudding wolde tarne again (like we⸗ 


thercockes) which wape ſo euer the 
wynde bloweth, as a man will haue 
them: and being blynde gupdes , take 
vpõ thẽ to leade the blynde, vntil both 
fall in to the dike ol ppetual dãnaciõ. 

Deteaue not pour ſelues W the er⸗ 
ample of pour fo2cfathers g elders, 
which were conceaued and bozne in 
ſpnne,« bꝛought vp in tgnoraunce,as 
well as pou: but rather dos after the 
commaundemet of the pure ſpottles 
lambe of Bod, Jeſus Chriſf , which 
was befoze pour fathers , and is the 
very eternal truth it (elf,as ye heards 
befoꝛe, by G. Auguſtin, and Saint Ci⸗

4. walke in the vanitie of their owne 
mynde and not after Chꝛiſt, noꝛ in 
the conſideration of anp iudgement 
to com:but rather be vou renewed in 
the ſpirite of pour mynde, and put on 
the new man, that after Sod is made 
th:ough righteouſneſſe and true ho⸗ 
lpneſle:conſidering that all our trou⸗ 
1 bles and veracios arc the rodde « coꝛ⸗ 
_ 5. reccion ofour moſt louing heaueniy 
vr. father God, that we ſhoulde not be 

damned with the wicked wozlde, 

Be not carefull foꝛ meate, clothe 

Careof and wealthe of the woꝛlde, either foz 
worldlylys your ſelues oꝛ for your wpues , chil- 

nz. dꝛen oꝛ familie:but ſeing the almigh⸗ 
tie eternal God him ſelte is the father 

ofthe fatherles, and the pꝛouider and 
defendour of the widowe : and ſeing 

Alſo he fo:ſakcth not the godly, noz 

fufreth the righteous mannes ſede 

to begge their bread,but openeth his 
hande,and filleth euery lyupng crea- 

ture with the largeſſe and pleyntie 

of his bleſſing:caſt all your care vpon 

Chꝛiſtes backe, which ſhall fede pour 

ſede and houſeholdes, and ſhall 2 


ſee the righteous lefte deſtitute. EY 
Dꝛede not the daungerous fyri- Tyra 
nie of Antichꝛiſtes ſouldiours, noꝛ the 
bꝛagging othes oꝛ chittre chattre po⸗ 
wer of p pratig pye,o2 any ſuch other, 
ſeing the nature of that kynde of bir⸗ 
des haunteth not hennes neſtes fo: 
lone ot᷑ the henne, but to fill their be⸗ 
lies with the volke of her egges: and 
ſeing that all the heares of our head 
are nomb2ed, pe may be aſſured that 
they ſhal doo no moꝛe ag ainſt vs, thã 
theternal purpoſe and hande of God 
hath determined. Fo2 God is faithful 
which will not ſuffre vs to be tẽpted 
aboue our habilitie, but ſhall geue vs 
a waye out with the temptacion, that 
we maye be hable to abyde it. 

Be not afraide brethren, Goddes 
fron rodde is as ſfrong to beate them 
backe, as euer it was. De that dwel- 
leth in heauen, laugheth them to 
ſcorne, and will combre their ſtomac⸗ 
kes one dape, ſo ſore, that they ſhall 
not knowe which wape to tur ne the. 
Let them runne on (their rageing 
race) vntil they bring them lelues 
out of breathe. 

. And on 5 other parte, Fyre,fagots 
eee NUTS, 
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E pꝛiſon make bs like to þpmage of 

the ſonne of Bod, and the ſuffring of 
deathe foꝛ 5ᷣ goſpelles ſake, is the ful- 
filling of that is behinde of the paſſi- 
ones of Chꝛiſt in our bodies, to beare 
witneſſe againſt tyrannes and wic⸗ 
kcd papiſtes, and to be an example 
and encourageing ofthe hole congre⸗ 
gacion. 

The deathe of ſache as ſuffre foꝛ the 
goſpell , is.ſo pꝛetious in the ſight of 
Bod, that it is the ende of al troubles 
and ſoꝛowes, and the begynnyng and 
entraunte of ſuche ioye and treaſu⸗ 
res, as no eye hathe ſene,no eare hath 
hearde, noꝛ anp harte is hable to per⸗ 
teaue. This is moſt certainly true, 
which as it is caſily ſpoken oꝛ wꝛittẽ, 
but very har de foꝛ the cowardly fleſhe 
to belcue it, oꝛ to thinke on it, whan 
the very pynce of trouble and perſe⸗ 
cucion cometh(as J knowe by mpne 
owne fear ful experience vnough and 
to muche) euen lo J beſeche Bod to 
lighten our hartes and remembꝛaũ⸗ 
ces with his holp ſpirite, that whan 
the howre and fytce of ſozowe and 
beracion cometh, we maye cõſtaunt⸗ 
ly, willingly, topouſlp lape the croſſe 
on our (holders, g marche fozewarde 
luſtplp 
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luſtply to the batafl, that is pitched 
againſt vs, folowing the ſame trace, 
that our captain and ſaneour Jeſus 
Chꝛiſt hathe ledde vs the wayc, ſo as 
by many tribulations,and the ſtraite 
Wape, which fewe kynde, we mape 
entre in to the kingdom of heauen, 
and receaue the crowne of eternal 
glo2ie that neuer ſhall fade awaye. 
And be not deceaued(mp bꝛethꝛen) 
with the doublefaced dyinges , and 
toyeng trades of thoſe politike,ſabtil, 
lleightye wiſe men and nyggardly 
nyppe truſtes, which lyke as they fa- 
nour and haue ſet vp the Waſſe, with 
al diligence: ſome not only foꝛ aunti⸗ 
ent tuſtome and opinatpue deuoct- 
ones ſake (as drafte is good pnoughe 
fo: ſwpne)but allo foꝛ pꝛetenſed obe⸗ 
dience and men pleaſing, regarden 
the maſſe( which is the deuilles inuẽ⸗ 
cion, and the woꝛkemanſhip of Anti⸗ 
chꝛiſt) moꝛe than they doo the ſyntere 
woꝛde and ſacramentes of God, mi⸗ 
niſtred accoꝛding to Chꝛiſtes owne 
inſtitucion: ſo doo they loue and care 
moze foꝛ their faire Abbepes, 4 riche 
wealthe of eccleſiaſtical poſſeſſiones, 
than they doo either foꝛ þ maſſe oz foz 
any other religion, as by their fpne 
E krutes 
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frutes(if they were foꝛted to make re⸗ 
ſrituciõ) it wold moſt euidẽtly appeare, 
fo: al their deuout maſſe hearing. 
But aboue a! other,abhozre x bliſſe 
vou fro the participacio 4 copany of þ 
kynde of danable d2puclles 8ᷣ pꝛieſtes, 
which (in king Edwardes tyme)cou- 
pled them ſelues in mariage,ſom to a- 
uoide ſuſpicio of popery,ſom to hpde þ 
ſhame of their filthy doinges, ſom foz 
men pleaſyng, ſom to do as other did, 
ſom foꝛ one reſpect,ſom łoꝛ an other: 
And nowe ( whã the doctrine of deuils 
is ſet vp againe, a the popiſhe powers 
of the woꝛld fauour not that chaſte cõ⸗ 
dition of lyfe)theſe dꝛyuelles not only 
erpſſe their faithleſſe heartes in bꝛea⸗ 
king the inſeperable knotte bode of 
lawful mariage, fo:ſaking + taſtin 
of their wyues: wherby it is euident, 
their intent was only to coucr their 
lleſhely hooꝛiſhe luſtes with the clooke 
of mariage, without any inwarde cõ⸗ 
ſcience to lpue in achaſte maried lyfe, 
but alſo (to ſhewe them ſelues þ right 
ſucteſlours of Balaam the ſonne of 
BBoſoz , and to make their blaſphemp 
and damnacion moꝛe notoꝛious) they 
renoũte, retant, and abiure their ma⸗ 
riage, at Antichziſtes comaundemet : 
x any 
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and lpke damned dogges (whom the 
eternal burning galowes of hell gro⸗ 
ne foꝛ) they arc returned to their vo⸗ 
mite of maſſing and other Komiſhe 
religion, crucifpeng atreſhe and ma⸗ 
king a mocke ofthe ſonne of God, + 
moſt ſhameleſly blaſpheme the holy 
gooff, wherof they ſhalbe foꝛgeuẽ no⸗ 
ther in this woꝛlde noꝛ in the woꝛlde 
to come. 

Let them take their tyme whyle it 
laſteth, foꝛ ſeyng thep haue forſaken 
to be the membres of Chriſt, and ſe⸗ 
png they are made the membres of 
the har lot of Rome, and become the 
temples of ſathan, to beare hell about 
with them, and to glorifie the deuil in 
their bodies and in their bodily doin⸗ 
ges. Their finall damnacion is ſu⸗ 
rely at hande. At that tyme they ſhall 
knowe, that it had ben better for thẽ, 
to haue ben made lyke vnto the yma⸗ 
ge of Chriſt, in ſuſtr ing the loſſes and 
reproches of the worlde for a littell 
whyle , and ſhortlye after to be made 
partakers of his glorious reſurrectio 
« eternal bliſſe, than for a litel beaſtl 
bely cheare (» ſhal ſone haue an ende 
to ſuffre afterwarde 1 8 _— 
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and toꝛmẽtes with their pzedeceſſour 
Judas Jſcarioth woꝛld wont ende. 
Neuerthcles F wiſhe them repen⸗ 
taunceeuen from the very botom of 
my hearte. Nether doo J ſpeake this 
vpon anp diſpleature or vncharitable 
atfeccion conceaued agapnſt any mã⸗ 
nes perſon oꝛ woꝛldly quietnes, but 
only that it greueth the verp harte 
roote of me, to ſee the inſtitucion of 
God ſo hozribly diſhonoured, the ho⸗ 
nourable ſtate of mariage ſo ſhame⸗ 
fully laundred , the congregacion of 
Chꝛiſt ſo grenouflp offended,the abo⸗ 
minacið of Antichziſt ſo beaſtly obey⸗ 
ed, and the holy gooſt ſo deſperately 
_ —— 
las, why doo they not conſidre, 
how hapnons a RENE it is , to geue 
ſuch an octaſiõ of laũdre t ruine to þ 
church of Sod,x how ſmal a gayne it 
is to wynne a ſmal peltingꝓmoctõ of 
woꝛldy liuing foꝛ a ſhoꝛte ſpace , 4 to 
caſt awaie 5̊ pꝛite of Chꝛiſtes precious 
blood, in vtterly danyng their owne 
ſoules, t bequeathing the ſelues to the 
deuil foꝛ euer moꝛe. Fo2 if Baalams 
mortal blynde aſſe rebuked 5 blynde 
etes folye, muche more ſhal p im⸗ 
mortal worme of thele Aſſes (nap 2 
es 


daſes) conſcfences rebuke & accuſe th# 
of their blaſphemie x ſhameful lydig 
from the truthe, at ſuche tyme as bez 
ing paſt repentaũte, they ſhall curſe þ 
dape, p̊ they were bozne in, ⁊ the very 
howꝛe wherin they were begotten . 
Theſe men be ol that company „ vnto 
whom the holy gooſt biddeth vs not 
to ſape ſo muche, as God ſpede:nether 
to eate nor dr inke with them. Moſſe 

Finally good brethzen, be not par % 
takers of p example and faynt carnal 8 8% 
ercuſe of thoſe þ (aye , although they 0 
goo to the churche and be pzeſent at p 
Malle, pet they wozſhip none but the 
lyuing Bod in their hartes, æ hate the 
Maſſe as muche as we do. Which ſay⸗ 
eng is muche vnlike to be true, but 
ſemeth rather a vapne pꝛetenſed fan⸗ 
taſie, and pꝛepoſter ous wzaſting of 
ſome textes of ſcripture , wherwith 
the Deuil deludeth the ſenſes + ſculcs 
of many tendre carpet goſpellers , at 
this pꝛeſent tyme of tryall , to bring 
them paſt repetaunce. Foz Chꝛiſt our 
ſaucour ſaithe: No man can ſcrue 
two maiſters. So it foloweth , that 
fo:aſmuche as the bodp( which is the 
one parte of a man)ſerueth the deuil: 
the (oule(which is the other parte, and 
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loyned w ß bodp)ci not poſſibly ſerue 
God. Fo2 Bod requireth the hole ma, 
to ſerue him, with all the ſoule and 
wers of man, oꝛ elles he reckoneth 
not only foz no ſeraice at all, but 
alſo taketh it foꝛ verpenemytie , And 
therfoꝛe he ſaythe: De that is not with 
me, is againſt me. | 
The body gothe not to Baſſe with 
out the company and conſent of the 
ſoule. And therkoꝛe it muſk nedes be 
graunted, that p ſoule is caryed with 
the body to ſerue the deuil at Maſſe, 4 
not the body caried awaye by p ſoule 
from that moſt ſtinking idolatrie 
and ſuperſticion, to the pure ſernice 
of Bod. 

Bicauſe Chꝛiſt died for theternal 
ſaluacion aſwel of the body as of the 
ſoule, the holy gooff tommaundeth vs 
alſo, to beare and gloꝛifie God in our 
bodyes, and that euery one ſhould poſ 
ſeſſe and vſe the veſſel of his body, in 
holyneſſe and in honour , And to be⸗ 
ffowe our bodies vpon the ſeruice oz 
pꝛeſente of pᷣ ſpnfull filthie Maſſe, is 
not to poſſeſſe the veſſcll of the body 
in —— and honour, but to deftle 
the hole man with filthvyneſſe and dil⸗ 
honeſtle, to bzeake wedlocke w Chꝛiſt 
gur 


dur huſbande,to offẽde the weake foꝛ 

whom Lh2ilt died, to comtcirine the 
wicked in their popery,and ſo to pꝛo⸗ 
uoke the vengaace of Sod, vpo bothe 
the bodp and the ſoule. 

Saint James ſaithe,that a double 
mynded man is tncoſfaunt in al his 
waies, and maye not loke to obtcyne 
any thing ofthe Loꝛde, wher fo cucr 
he pꝛaieth:muche leſſe wil Sod graũt 
his peticiones, which he makteh in 
that temple,wher God by the ſame pe 
ficion makers p2clecc is diſhonoured, 
and the congregacion (which is the 
right temple of Chꝛiſt in dede) is de⸗ 
files. 

The ſcriptures teache bs, that at the 
great iudgement, euerp one ſhall re⸗ 
ceaue according to the dedes that are 
done by the bodie . And at the genera! 
reſurreccion, the body and the ſoule 
ſhalbe iopned together, perpetually to 
abide either ioye 02 ſoꝛowe:ſo that the 
bodye mult nedes goo to hell foꝛ deft- 
ling it ſelf with ß abominable Mate 
and other poperp: And the ſoulc can 
not choſe, but goo with the body, and 
take ſuche parte as y body dothe. Foꝛ 
Bod wil not parte ſtakes w the deuill. 
£4 Therkore 


Fherfoze it is but a vayne pꝛetenſe 
and a very mocking of Bod, to ſape, 
that the harte and ſoule ſerueth God, 
ſeing the body ioyned with the ſonle 
ſerueth the deuil in the ſight of Bod 
and men. So it ſemeth manifeſt, that 
ſuche goſpellers, as be maſſe hearers, 
are not ſpiritual ron folowers,but 
carnall goſpell launderours , and 
walke after the fleſhe : vpon whome 
the holy Gooſt geneth ſharpe ſen⸗ 
tence,ſapng: Yfye lyue after the ficſhe, 
u ſhall dye 


Conſidꝛe bꝛothꝛen, that we are now 
after our ſpncere goſpelling, ledde of 
the holy gooſt in to wilderneſle (as 
Chꝛiſt was after his baptiſme) to be 
tempted of the deuil. Therkfore we 
muſt either take the deuilles counſail. 
and ſo diſtruſting the might 4 merct- 
full pꝛouidente of Bod, make ſtones, 
ſcockes, and idolatrous popiſhe Maſ⸗ 
ſes, bꝛead to poiſd our ſelues withall; 
oꝛ thꝛowe our ſelues downe headlog 
from the highe pynnacle of Boddes 
temple the celeſtial Jeruſalem in to 
the botomles — of all errous, infi⸗ 

litie and hell: oꝛ fall to the deuilleg 

ete, and take him fo2 our good Loꝛde. 
Oꝛ elles contrary wile ſticking — 
da the 


to the ſcriptures and goſpel of Jeſus 
Chꝛiſt, bidde pᷣ deuil, auaunt Satan, 
with all his mummyng. Maſſes and 
ſtpncking — wyll non 
of the, though we neuer haue bꝛeade, 
t though we be toꝛne in pieces foz it. 

Euerp cowherde will ( koꝛ couetouſ⸗ 
neſſe of wages and fee) be glad to be 
reteyned in gariſon , and ſet the bet⸗ 
ter legge befoze (as though he wolde 
be a good ſouldiour) while no daun⸗ 
gicr of batail is at hande, and while 
ther is peace, i take all one parte. and 
ſo in bleſſed king Edwardes dates, e⸗ 
uery wan(almoff)p:etended frende- 
(hip x fozewardenelle to the doctrine 
of the goſpell, and engliſhe churche 
ſeruite, ſeing the Magiſtrates 4 mul⸗ 
titude lapne to that ſpde;ſome of con⸗ 
ſciece,ſom of flatterp,but p moſt men 
fo: the commodious gayne that they 
founde bp churche landes 4 goodes, 
not mynding to amende their lyues 
towardes God by the goſpel, but vn⸗ 
der colour therof to augment their ly- 
uinges and pelfe in this woꝛlde. 

But like as if a ſouldiour rũne fro 
the armpe of his ſouer ayne liege Loꝛd 
to the enemies ſide (although he 72 | 
his harte was with = ſouer aine ſtil, 
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and he ranne awaye only for feare) 
mult nedes be demed a tratfour , a 
cowhearde,and rennagate : cucn ſo 
hal euery one that p:oteſſeth þ name 
and religion of Chꝛiſt.to be one of his 
ſouldiours(fo2 our life is a very war⸗ 
fare vpon carthe )be demed and con- 
uicte of highe treaſo againſt his moſt 
natural ſouerapne liegeLo2de Jeſus 
Chꝛiſt, king of all kinges „ which in 
tyme of his ſpirituall warres fo2 the 
—— ſake, renneth awape fro his 

andarde and gariſon in to dem 
campe, to take parte w popiſhe maſſe⸗ 
mongers, the moſt deadly foes of Chi 
ſtes goſpell and bloodſhead. 

Now is the fielde pitched, now our 
enemies bende their oꝛdinaũte agaiſt 
vs face to fate now the ſee the tampe 
of goſpellers weakened and lye _ 
vnto their municiones. They lee ſom 
fall to their ſide, ſom ſpeake faire, ſom 
diſſemble, and fewe are glad to abide 
the bickering , e that maketh p cruell 
papiſtes to make ſo thicke Larũmes, 
and to com on ſoluſtily w their hotte 
ſkyrmiſhes on I ſide againſt 
Ch iſt our captai c al his armye roial 

Howbett ſeing Chꝛiſt hathe the vic⸗ 
toꝛie, and ſhall make al his —

his foote ſtole:and ſeing alſo he pro⸗ 
miſeth patentes ofſo large honoura⸗ 
ble fee « wages to ſuch his ſouldiours, 
as by pacient ſuffring of perſccucios 
fande mafullp to his ſtandarde, and 
abyde the ende of the frape : as he by 
his heraulde of armes, thapoſtl 
Paule maketh open proclamacion in 
his coate armour, ſapeng: If we dye 
with Chꝛiſt here, we ſhall lyue W him 2. Tim; 
euerlaſtingly: f we ſuffre with him 
here, we ſhall reigne w him in his eter⸗ 
nal glorious heauenly fingdom. 

And on þ cõtrarp parte, foꝛaſmuche 
as pᷣſeme pꝛoclamacion declareth the 
payne of ſuche ot vs, as rene away fro 
Chꝛiſtes enſigne oꝛ ſtãdarde, ſapeng: 
If we denye oꝛ ſoꝛſake him, he wil alſo 
denye © foꝛſate vs. And wha þ general 
muſtre and paye daye cometh ( wher 
the conſfaunt ſouldiours ſhalbe crow 
ned with glorie and honour in the e⸗ 
ternal heauenly kingdom) Chꝛiſt the 
captain and tudge ſhal ſape vnto ſuche 
ſhzinking traytours and cowheardlp 
rennagates: 

Auaunt you workers of wickedneſſe 

I Fnowe yow not. Get you hence you 
curſed in to euerlaſting fyre, which is þ 
par ed ſoꝛ the deuil and his angelles. 7 


I thinke therfo:e it is neceſſary good 
and very highe tyme foz vs, to arme 
our ſelues cappe a pee (as the ſame 
Deraulde of armes Paule commauns- 
deth vs in kingJeſus name, Ephe. s.) 
and fo2 our owne ſauegarde £4 vaun⸗ 
tage to kepe batail rape thzough per- 
ſecucions, troubles, rebutes and ſlaũ⸗ 
ders of the woꝛlde, ond folowe the ſtã⸗ 
darde of Chꝛiſtes bloody croſſe luſty⸗ 
lv, and to beſtere vs like tall felowes, 
in moꝛtiſieng our owne fleſhe, elpeci⸗ 
ally hauing befoze our eies the foze 
rennyng example and viewe, not on⸗ 
Ip of all the martirs and confeſſours 
at haue ben ſouldiours of the ſame 
bande, and ſkyrmiſhed in their owne 
blood from p dapes of Abel vnto theſe 
daies:but alſo the pꝛeſent conſtaunt 
courage of the moſt faithfull ſouldi⸗ 
ours of Chꝛiſt, Thomas Cranmere 
Archbiſhop of Cantoꝛbury. Hugh La- 
timer, Nicholas Riddley, Jhon Hoo⸗ 
er, Robert Ferrar, Rolande Tailour, 
505 Rogers, Laurence Saunders, 
ohñ Bradfoꝛde, Johñ Filpotte, Ro⸗ 
bert Glouer, and Johñ Cardemaker 
with many other bothe men and wo⸗ 
mẽ. which did boldlp in bades ſpleape 
Chꝛiſtes banner in the myddes of his 
ene⸗ 


enemies, and — ſheadde 
their blood fo: the ſafe ing ol their 
koꝛte,. I meane fo: the defenſe of Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtes inuincible goſpell:as well to the 
great comfoꝛte and encozageing of 
the reſt of Chriſtes armye , as to the 
confuſion and vapnquiſhing of Antts 
chꝛiſt with all his blood thir ſtie ſha⸗ 
nelinges and maſſemonging kyndos 
me, foꝛ all their pzowde bragges and 
impudent rufling. 

Heuertheleſſe how faynt and how 
weake a ſouldiour I my ſelf haue be 
in this behalfe,mpne owne experien⸗ 
te / at in kurſt entrie in to the goſpel) 
taught me.r.or .rt. peares agoo. By 
reaſon wkerof being afraped of mine 
owne weakeneſſe, 1 partly being en⸗ 
fo:ced from my vitarage by malici⸗ 
ous force t rage of ſome vnthankeful 
ker bu wan bycauſe J was laid wayte 

or by writtes, proceſſes, and cruell 
threateninges of D. Ermeſtede a ccrs 
tain other traiterous harted papiſtes 
(which recanted their errours + popes 
ry in p kinges viſitacion) but chiefklp 
being loth to fal in to myne enemies 
handes,for feare of blaſphempng the 
truthe, by reaſon of myne owne ſyn⸗ 
ful weakeneſſe,or rigorous enprilon 
ment, 


ment, J departed from my bicarage 
ſomwhat before extreme troub 
came. And albeit J did confirme this 
doctrine of faithe in ſondꝛy ſermones 
within mp par iſhe, in that rude ra- 
geing tempeſt , a offred to haue done 
thelike in other great pariſhes ther 
about, where they durſt not receaue 
me:pet mpne owne conſciece accuſeth 
me, fo2 that J taried not ther ſtill to Þ 
vttermoſt. And therfoꝛe if that haue 
ben any occaſion of offence oꝛ ſtom⸗ 
bling blocke to any of Chziſtes con= 
ö (as J truſt it hathe not) 

moſt hartily beſeche the to fozgeng 
me that weake wicke dneſſe and wic⸗ 
ked weakeneſle. 

And lite as it hathe pleaſed Bod 
of his merciful goodneſſe to holde ms 
Till in the confeſſion of the ſame vn⸗ 
failing truthe, that J taught pꝛiua⸗ 
tely a openlp in thoſe parties, during 
the tynie of mp miniſterie: euen ſo J 
truſt he will graunt me the continu⸗ 
aunce of this faithe vnto the ende (the 
rather at p contẽplacion of pour good 
hartie prapers) & grace to ſeke only 
his gloꝛie to the comforte of his pooꝛe 
afflicted flocke, with that litel talent 
that he hathe lent me. 10

And (f it be his godly pleaſure to 
caſt me in to his enemies handes , 
I truſt he will alſo geue me will and 
ſtreynght mankully and toyfully to 
geue my life fo2 the confirmacton of 
this my faithe.

of Englande:to geue vs true repen⸗ 
taunce, and to foꝛgeue vs all our ſyn⸗ 
nes:to ſuctour, helpe 4 comfozte all þ 
be in daungier, neceſſitic, trouble, 
exile oꝛ in bades fo: his gloꝛious goſ⸗ 
pell and wo2des ſake:to bzing in to p 
wape ok truthe al ſuche as haue erred 
and are deteaued: to foꝛgeue our ene⸗ 
mies, per ſecutours ⁊ launderours,+ 
to turne their hartes: to ſtreynghten 
ſuche as doo ſtãde, to comforte + helpe 
the weake harted, to raiſe vp them 
that fall, and ſhoꝛtly to treade downe 
the deuil vnver our fete.: and with 
his almighty power , to * 
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linges t curſed kingdom: And finally 
to haue mercie vpd all men:Amen , 
{Scod b2oth2en, J beſeche pon by þ 
mercifalneſſe of God, foꝛgeue one an 
other, loue one an other, beare one W 
an other, cheariſhe one an other, ex⸗ 
horte one an other, cõfoꝛte one an oz 
ther, (to pour power) helpe one an o⸗ 
ther, ſo as we maye in the mpddes of 
this rageing tempeſt x f kyrmpthe of 
erſecucio,be cõſtaũt in faithe by the 
oly gooſt, iopfully loking fo: þ com- 
myng of p great Bod, à our ſateour 
Jeſus Chꝛiſt, finally to be foũde to p 
laude g gloꝛ ie ot his grace amg the 
righteous, which (hal ſhyne like the 
ſine in kingdome of our heauẽly fa⸗ 
ther, by the merites ol his only deare 
fone Jeſus Chꝛiſt our Loꝛde, bꝛother, 
g euerlaſting ſaueour. To who w p fa 
ther a the holy gooſt, be al glorie , po⸗ 
wer + praiſe, now and foꝛ cuermoꝛe 
woꝛlde wout ende. Amen. And in the 
ſame one immortal, almightie Bod, 
I bid you al moſt hartily wel to fare.
